It was press day and we had to 
have the story so, nothing daunt¬ 
ed, we sat down and wrote a 
mythical interview.

Well, oof story appeared in the 
paper, under a two-column “head” 
on page 1. Knowing Dewey’s, 
sense of humor, we didn’t think j 
he'd mind, but just to make sure | 
our editor wouldn’t get wind of 
the situation, we hustled up to 
Dewey’s canyon retreat and gave 
him the lowdown.

In Its first formal session in London the United Nations Assem¬ 
bly is undertaking the task of solving some of the world problems 
which the old League of Nations failed to cope with adequately— 
a failure that led to the disintegration of the League and the 
build-up of World War II. 

It is an interesting coincidence that the very day the UNO 
Assembly met for the first time happened to be the same date 
on which the Versailles Peace Treaty and League of Nations cov¬ 
enant went into effect 26 years ago. 

The new world organization is much better equipped, techni¬ 
cally speaking, than was the League, to combat aggressive political 
ana economic ideologies, still undestroyed, which led the nations 
into war. 

But it should be emphasized that the difference between the 
new and the old international body is largely technical. The 
League of Nations even with all its faults of organization could 
have been successful if its member countries had been deter¬ 
mined to make it succeed. The UNO was designed to eliminate 
at least some of the weaknesses of its predecessor and it is a much 
stronger organization—on paper. But it will be no more success¬ 
ful than the sincerity and co-operation of its member nations 
make it. 

There is, however, a vast difference in world conditions which 
faced the diplomats of 26 years ago and those of today. That 
difference can best be summed up in two words—atomic bomb. 

And that difference makes it imperative that the Nations of 
the world work together as never before to establish a real peace 
and to keep it. 

This will be done if the UNO delegates and their governments 
realize and fulfill th6 solemn responsibility which the atomic age 
has thrust upon them.

UNIVERSAL MILITARY TRAINING 


There are almost as many opinions on universal military training 
as there are members of Congress. After the "yes" end "no" 
citizen groups are put to one side there is still a vast number of 
people, possibly a majority, who would accept the idea with cer¬ 
tain qualifications, limitations, etc. It is not likely to pass at this 
session but the problem will keep coming back until it is settled. 

It would be foolish to assume that there is now no need of 
large military forces. And we cannot today say that universal 
training will not prove, on balance, the best method of obtaining 
them.. But it is no less foolish to assume that the business of war 
is going to h^^-ar ried on in the same old way. Defense that 
y cQflUtffee/. its time for readiness isn’t good enough. 
And military leaders must not act as if they had or were soon 
likely to find a military defense against atom bombing. 

The case for universal training is not proved. But Mr. Truman 
has reminded us that it must still be regarded as one of the sev¬ 
eral factors in America’s security equation. We should say that 
a factor deserving more urgent attention is the development of 
effective international controls—a defense against the common 
enemy war.

THE WAR GOES ON 

V-J Day is more than five 
months past but for many thou¬ 
sands of men and hundreds of 
naval vessels the war in the Pa¬ 
cific goes on. This is not a 
“shooting war” but a deadly 
game being played with the 
mines planted by both the Japs 
3nd ourselves. These menaces 
must be located and destroyed if 
peacetime commerce is to move 
through the Pacific waters with¬ 
out grave danger of destruction. 
Among the several different kinds 
of mines is the acoustic mine 
which is set off by the sounds 
created by a ship’s engines or 
propeller, and the magnetic rmne 
exploded by the magnetic influ¬ 
ence of a vessel’s iron hull. It is 
the pressure mine, however, which 
is considered the most dangerous 
of ail. This type bursts into ac¬ 
tion when the pressure in the 
water around it is changed by a 
passing ship. Search for the 
pressure mines is made by volun¬ 
teer suicide crews manning an¬ 
cient naval vessels.
